President Harding Expected to Send to Congress Monday the 


British Agreement with Recommendation That 


Strict Terms of Same be Modified

W ash in gton , F eb. 3.— C on gressm en lea d ers today w ere in v e s­ 
tig a tin g th e p ro v isio n s in the B ritish debt settlem en t by w hich 
G reat B rita in can p ay a n y part o f the debt in liberty bonds. 
Som e m em b ers o f co n g ress w ere inclin ed 
to 
b elieve 
th a t 
th rou gh th is clau se G reat B rita in could buy large q u a n titie s o f 
liberty bonds below par, get four and one-fourth per c ent on them and use 
these interest receipts to pay part of tile three per cent interest on its debt 
with a surplus remaining. 
Thus the United States, some members claim, 
would be paying part of the British interest. 
It was admitted 
that 
the 
bonds 
would have to he bought on the open 
market and that any extensive buying 
would cause the bonds to rise above 
par. 
President Harding is 
expected 
to 
send to congress Monday the British 
agreement with Ins recommendations 
that the strict terms of the debt fund­ 
ing act be modified so that the settle­ 
ment may finally be consummated.

Wisconsin, father of the boy, declar­ 
ed em phatically th a t his son had 
no reason to commit suicide and that 
his death was the result of an acci­ 
dent. 
F ra te r n ity brothers 
su pport­ 
ed this theory, and stated that Mine­ 
han w as in good spirits and appere 
ed happy the night before the t r a ­ 
gedy. 
M in e h an ’s body was found with 
a shot gun between his legs and the 
top of lins head blown riff. 
Miss Sa - 
zanna Smith, 19, daughter of Edward 
Smith, president of the Green Bay 
Foundry and Machine works, who Is 
staying in Chicago, told authorities 
there was no truth to the statement 
that she had jilted Minehan. 
Miss Smith said that she and Min­ 
ehan were not formally engaged, but 
that an understanding existed. 
‘•I knew he was going on a h u n t ­ 
ing trip for his h ealth ” Miss Smith 
sadi. 
” 1 wrote him a note and wish­ 
ed him good luck and told him I was 
sorry he had to go even for a short 
time. 
There was nothing in the note 
which would cause him to th in k I 
was going hack on h im ” . 
The note 
was found in M inehan’s pocket.

in a discovery of a

known and very minute germ which 
Is present iri the nose and throat d u r ­ 
ing th*- first 36 hours of influenza in­ 
fection as the condition is technical­ 
ly k n o w n ” said Hr.

'iiiis germ, the doctors said, was 
not present in the th roats of per­ 
sons in a healthy condition. 
When injected into rah nits It pro­ 
duced symptoms of several stages of 
the disease. 
Should the Rockefeller scientists 
succeed in perfecting a serum which 
will nullify the w-ork of this germ, 
thousands of lives w'ill

The reparations commission, how­ 
ever, refused even to answer an a u g ­ 
mentative note in which it was claimed 
a moratorium should have been g rant­ 
ed, and that a new investigation of 
Germany’s ability to pay should be 
made. 
Meanwhile, the French military cor­ 
don around the coal and iron basin 
was thrown fighter. Only a few rail­ 
road lines are left unguarded. Through 
these gaps several train loads of coal 
were rushed today, but it is believed 
that within a day or two the invaders 
will have closed these gates so that 
not an ounce of fuel can be trans­ 
ported to unoccupied Germany.

Brainerd has reason to bt* interfiled in the legislation that is 
to be submitted to the legislature on the recommendation of the 
League of Municipalities, which has for its purpose * more ^put­ 
able distribution of taxes that now go in their entirety to to the 
state and are not shared by the towns or villages in which the 
property is located on which the lax is assessed. 
In the past, efforts have been made to change this legislation in 
the interest of certain towns, but such legislation has not had 4 Ie 
support of other municipalities that, suffering from similar dis­ 
advantage, have not been included in the legislation. 
One suc h 
measure is now before the legislature and would benefit but a lew 
cities in Minnesota. 
The League of Municipalities has taken these facts into con­ 
sideration in concluding that legislation should be prepared in a 
way that will yield advantage to att municipalities that do not 
share in the present gross earnings tax, and has undertaken to 
write legislation that will he g< oeral in its scope and value. 
If the measure that has the support of the league becomes 
law, cities so situated as Brainerd will reap real gain, and this 
advantage will be sbaned not by the city alone but also by Crow 
Wing county. The measure would call for the return of a certain 
proportion of the gross earnings tax to tin* county in which rail­ 
road property is located and this amount would be divided between 
the county, the city in which the property stands, and the school 
board, 
iii other words, the change would result in the assessing 
and distribution of th«* tax, just as taxes are assessed and dis­ 
tributed in the case of other property, and would operate as though 
there were n > gross earnings tax. This legislation would not call 
for any change in the collection of the tax. 
It would continue to 
go to the state but would be returned in certain fixed proportions 
to the county treasurers who in turn would divide it, in the proper 
ratio, between the county, city, and school fund. 
Brainerd is vitally interested in this legislation and the m eas­ 
ure proposed by the League of Municipalities should have the sup­ 
port of all organizations in the city and county.

Missing the small 
yet important indications of the character’s attitude to life, w heth­ 
er genial or morose, generous or selfish, yielding or stubborn, re­ 
sentful or forgiving, prevents tho patron from determining just 
what may be expected. 
Without such knowledge, built up by in­ 
cidents and characteristic actious that reveal character, the person 
looking at the screen cannot determine who is the hero and who the 
villain. 
The genius of moving picture building calls for a gradual un­ 
folding of character and unless this unfolding is seen from the 
beginning the picture cannot be justly appreciated. 
When one 
arrives half way through Hie picture 'the mind keeps asking the 
question, why? That question is answered by the part of the pic­ 
ture that lias been missed. There is not much‘Satisfaction in wait­ 
ing over to see the beginning of the story to find an answer to the 
questions that would not have been asked had the story been 
gradually unfolded.

OROSS EARNINGS TAX PROPOSALS 


BRAINERD lias reunion to be interested in the legislation that in 
to be submitted to the legislature on the recommendation of the 
League of Municipalities, which has for its purpose a more equit­ 
able distribution of taxes that now go in their entirety to to the 
state and are not shared by the towns or villages in which the 
property is located on which the tax is assessed. 
In the past, efforts have been made to change this legislation in 
the interest of certain towns, but such legislation has not had the 
support of other municipalities that, suffering from similar dis­ 
advantage, have not been included in the legislation. 
One such 
measure is now before the legislature and would benefit but a few 
cities in Minnesota. 
The League of Municipalities lias taken these tacts into con­ 
sideration in concluding th at legislation should be prepared in a 
way that will yield advantage to all municipalities that do not 
share in the present gross earnings tax, and has undertaken to 
write legislation that will he general in its scope and value. 
If the measure that has the support of the league becomes 
law, cities so situated as Brainerd will reap real gain, and this 
advantage will be shawed not by the city alone but also by Crow 
Wing county. The measure would call for the return of a certain 
proportion of the gross earnings tax to the county in which rail­ 
road property is located and this amount would be divided between 
the county, the city in which the property stands, and the school 
board. 
In other words, the change would resull in the assessing 
and distribution of the tax, just as taxes are assessed and dis­ 
tributed in the case of other property, and would operate as though 
there were no gross earnings tax. 
I his legislation would not call 
for any change iii the collection of the lax. 
It would continue to 
go to the state but would be returned in certain fixed proportions 
to the country treasurers who in turn would divide it, iii the proper 
ratio, between I he county, city, and sc hool fund. 
Brainerd is vitally interested in I Ii is legislation and the meas­ 
ure proposed by the League of Municipalities should have the sup­ 
port of all organizations in the city and county.
